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Battle to 
save TA's 
town base 
is growing 

MORE than 600 people have 
signed a petition demanding 
defence ministers rethink 
plans to disband a Territor¬ 
ial Army regiment which has 
a base in Dudley. 

Campaigners have called 
on residents to get behind a 
petition to save the Royal 
Mercian and Lancastrian 
Yeomanry, which has a his¬ 
tory dating back more than 
200 years. 

The TA regiment in Vicar 
Street, faces an uncertain 
future after it was revealed 
it could be split up to allow 
for the creation of a Scottish 
Yeomanry. 

But protestors including 
Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin and the town’s Royal 
British Legion branch have 
condemned the plans. 

They say the move would 
be a blow to the town which 
holds the regiment in high 
regard after bestowing sol¬ 
diers with the Freedom of 
the Borough of Dudley last 
year 

Dozens of its troops are in 
Afghanistan for a second 
tour of duty. The Ministry of 
Defence has stressed no 
decisions have yet been 
taken and more money is 
being invested in the TA. 

In total 667 people have 
now signed an online peti¬ 
tion started by a soldier’s 
wife. Mr Austin has written 
to Defence Secretary Philip 
Hammond, tabled a series of 
Parliamentary Questions 
and has spoken out in Par¬ 
liament about the matter. 

Firms could 
fund Metro 

TRANSPORT chiefs in the 
Black Country say they may 
turn to businesses in the 
region to help pay for a £90 
million Metro line from 
Wednesbury to Dudley. 

Centro has said it is con¬ 
tinuing to investigate fund¬ 
ing options for the line 
extension alongside seven 
councils in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

It announced it could, in 
partnership with the local 
councils, use cash raised 
from rates paid by new busi¬ 
nesses which would benefit 
from the line. 


RETHINK URGED

COUNCIL bosses are being urged to rethink their decision 
to demolish Dudley Hippodrome after rejecting calls to 
reopen the venue. 

Council chiefs in Dudley have announced they will forge ahead with plans to knock down 
the former theatre as part of a wider scheme to regenerate the Castle Hill area. 

Their decision comes after officers deemed a business case put forward by The Friends 
of Dudley Hippodrome to reopen the theatre as commercially un viable. The Theatres Trust 
has now called for a meeting with council officers to discuss potential options for the build¬ 
ing in a bid to save it. Mark Price, planning and heritage adviser for the preservation group, 
said: “The key thing is keeping the building up, because once it has gone, it has gone, and 


Brutal pair 
given life for 
killing Shane 

TWO men were have been jailed for life for 
the brutal murder of Shane Watson in a Sed- 
gley alleyway. 

Shylon Wishart must serve a minimum of 
16 years and James Cartwright at least 13 
for the sickening and “ferocious” fatal 
attack on the 23-year-old. 

The pair showed now emotion as they 
were sentenced by Judge John Warner at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for punching, 
kicking and stamping on the Wolves fan in 
the shocking killing. 

Family members and friends of Mr Wat¬ 
son sat silent in court as the sentences were 
passed. His parents, Jane and Steven, were 
among those in court for the hearing last 
week. 

Flanked by three security officers, the 
defendants fixed their eyes on the judge as 
he delivered his verdicts. 

Judge Warner said the attack on Mr Wat¬ 
son was ‘ferocious and he suffered ‘gratu¬ 
itous humiliation and considerable 
suffering’ during the violence on July 28 last 
year. A seven-day trial heard that Wishart, 
19, and 18-year-old Cartwright, targeted Mr 
Watson in the alleyway off Springfield 
Grove in Sedgley. 

The two attackers stripped Mr Watson 
and took pictures of themselves urinating 
on him after they had beaten him.

“This idea was not deemed viable, but we 
would want the building to be continue to be 
used for something else until, in a few years’ 
time, another idea to turn it back into a the¬ 
atre re-emerges.” 

Under the council’s plan, it would be 
knocked down for a temporary car park 
before being potentially replaced with a 
leisure attraction. 

Geoff Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
Friends group, is meeting council officers on 
Wednesday to discuss the failed business 
plan. He said: “We want to know why our 
plan was not viable. 

Disappointed 

“Plenty of work and research went into it, 
and we believed we had a very good case. Of 
course we are disappointed, but the fight 
will go on.” 

The self-styled Duchess of Dudley, Lizzie 
Wiggins, added her name to the list of enter¬ 
tainers opposed to the knocking down of the 
building. 

As a teenager, she worked opposite the 
attraction as a receptionist at the Station 
Hotel. She said: “It was incredible - the 
names we used to get was amazing, the 
whole place was buzzing, and it was a joy to 
be around. 

“I thought it was bad when they turned it 
into a bingo hall, but now for a car park? 
Terrible.” 

Councillor Les Jones led the council deci¬ 
sion to buy the former Hippodrome when he 
was the cabinet member for regeneration in 
2010. He was then leader of the council 
when plans were first drawn up to demolish 
it the following year. 

He said: “The building had stood idle for 
many years, no-one noticed it, it was attract¬ 
ing drug users - it was only when the coun¬ 
cil decided to take action that a campaign 
was started.”

FOR 80 years Brierley Hill Choral Society 
has been entertaining audiences - and now 
they are getting ready to celebrate their 
anniversary.

The society began life in 1933 and now has 
65 members, but conductor Tim Calloway 
said the youngest regular member of the 
choir was about 40 and the average age 60. 
Mr Calloway, aged 60, has led the choir for 
seven years and said: “Young people don’t 
seem particularly interested in choral 
singing anymore and it’s a bit of a worry. 

“It’s to do with the education system and 
her majesty’s government would do well to 
recognise the extraordinary value of music. 

“When I was younger we used to have 
assemblies regularly where you would be 
exposed to hymn singing. Some people 


might have hated it but others might have 
said ‘this is alright’.” 

Chairman Heather Casson said when the 
choir began, singers ranged from those in 
their mid 20s to retired people. 

Mrs Casson, 54, added: “We would love 
more young people in the choir. They are the 
future. While TV programmes such as ‘Last 
Choir Standing’ and personalities such as 
Gareth Malone have undoubtedly reawak¬ 
ened interest and enthusiasm for choral 
music, they have also changed the expecta¬ 
tions of people - from the perspective of both 
the performers and the audience. 

“Catchy tunes can grab the attention 
momentarily, but the emotion and passion 
that can be achieved in the classical works is 
neither to be underestimated nor sur¬ 
passed.”

A HEATING engineer from Dudley 
turned crimefighter when he saw 12 
illegal immigrants trying to get into 
Britain in the back of a freezer lorry. 

Grandfather Roger Furnell, aged 
52, was stuck in traffic on the Ml 
beside a lorry with a German num¬ 
ber plate when he heard loud bang¬ 
ing noises from inside. 

He then moved his car behind the 
seven-tonne truck and called police 
after spotting the back doors moving 


as if someone was trying to get out. 

Mr Furnell, of Withymoor Village, 
Brierley Hill, was then asked to fol¬ 
low the lorry for two junctions before 
police took over and pulled the truck 
into Watford Gap services in 
Northamptonshire - where they 
found the illegal immigrants inside. 

The incident happened as Mr Fur¬ 
nell, who works for RHF Heating in 
Enville Street, Stourbridge, was 
returning from a job in Hertford¬ 


shire. It is not the first time he has 
helped police - 10 years ago he 
chased off three men who attempted 
a car-jacking in Dudley town centre. 

He said: “I seem to have a habit of 
being in the right place at the right 
time - or is that the wrong place at 
the wrong time? 

“I was stuck in traffic and I could 
not believe how loud the noise was 
coming from the lorry. I thought it 
was a train going over tracks nearby, 


but it obviously wasn’t, so I went 
behind the lorry to check it. I saw the 
doors flexing as if someone was try¬ 
ing to get out. 

“Whoever it was appeared to be 
knocking seven bells of hell out of the 
lorry. It may have been whoever was 
inside thought the lorry had come to 
a stop or it was getting cold inside.

DEVELOPERS bidding to 
build a £120 million business 
park in Coseley are holding 
crunch talks with council 
bosses as they draw up final 
designs.

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NIPS will 
hand back 
£484,000 

MPs have agreed to hand back 
more than £484,000 of profits 
from taxpayer-funded homes. 

The Independent Parlia¬ 
mentary Standards Authority 
(Ipsa), set up in the wake of 
the expenses scandal, has 
detailed repayments by 29 
politicians. 

The watchdog moved to ban 
the use of Commons expenses 
to pay mortgage interest in 
May 2010, in the wake of 
public fury over ‘flipping’ and 
other abuses. 

However, transitional 
arrangements were put in 
place permitting MPs elected 
before 2010 to keep claiming 
the money up to last August - 
as long as they agreed to 
return any potential capital 
gain. 

No MPs from the Black 
Country or Staffordshire were 
asked to pay money back but 
Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden was 
revealed to have claimed 
£14,137.48 in mortgage inter¬ 
est costs between 2010 and 
2012, during the transitional 
period. 

Some 71 MPs received 
£926,000 in allowances for 
mortgage interest during the 
transition period. The proper¬ 
ties were formally valued at 
the beginning and the end, 
and the MPs were given until 
November 30 to return a pro¬ 
portion of any gain.

Heart attack killed daughter, 31, in her sleep 



A YOUNG hospital worker died from a 
heart attack as she slept - just five 
months after being devastated by the 
death of her father. 

Stephanie Clift, aged 31, a popular 
member of staff on the Georgina cancer 
unit at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal, had been diagnosed with an irregu¬ 
lar heartbeat and had problems 
controlling her weight and smoking. 

Her brother Mark, aged 34, had to 
break into her house and found her 
dead after the family became con¬ 
cerned when she did not respond to 
phone calls. Miss Clift’s heartbroken 


mother, Patricia Clift, said: “In my own 
mind I had an idea her death was down 
to this irregular heartbeat. 

“I put it down to the strain of her job 
and of losing her dad.” 

Miss Clift’s father Alexander died in 
April 2012 from complications of dia¬ 
betes at the age of 64. 

On December 9, Miss Clift, of 
Cradley, who had been diagnosed with 
the irregular heartbeat, known as 
arrhythmia, as a child, was found dead 
in her bed. 

Mrs Clift, of Inkberrow Road in 
Halesowen, said she had spent the pre¬ 


vious evening with her daughter, 
sharing a meal, a chat and watching TV 
She described the clinical support 
worker as ‘tired’ and said she had 
needed a 20-minute nap during the 
evening but had ‘livened up’ later. 

Mrs Clift added: “With the irregular 
heartbeat she had and the hours she 
worked at the hospital, she always 
seemed a bit tired.” 

Miss Clift had worked at the hospital 
for almost three years and often 
covered 12 hour shifts, her mother 
said. Despite this, she loved her job and 
had saved enough to put down a deposit 


on her own flat, moving in during June 
2011. 

When Stephanie left her mother on 
December 9 about 10.15pm, she was 
reminded to return early for Sunday 
lunch the following day. 

Mrs Clift recalled: “She said ‘I’m off 
now mum’ and I said ‘bye, sweet, see 
you tomorrow’ and that was the last I 
heard from her.” 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain, recording a verdict of natural 
causes, said the death was due to unex¬ 
pected cardiac arrest caused by 
arrhythmia. 


Dismay over decision that 
Hippodrome will be levelled 


AN ENTERTAINER and an academic from 
the Black Country have reacted with 
dismay to the decision to pull down the 
former Dudley Hippodrome. 

Dudley Council has agreed to go ahead 
with its plans to demolish the venue on 
Castle Hill after snubbing a business case by 
campaigners to reopen the attraction. 

Council leader David Sparks described 
the campaigners plan as unviable and said 
the council would move forward with a pro¬ 
posal to knock the site down and replace it 
with a car park. 

The decision was made despite an 18- 
month campaign by the Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome - led by Geoff Fitzpatrick and 
supported by more than 6,000 people. 

The group, also backed by the Theatre 
Trust, gained access to the Hippodrome and 
carried out in-depth research before placing 
a business case to the council to reopen it. 

Now, entertainers and historians voiced 
deep disappointment at the decision, 
describing it as a ‘blow for the heritage of the 
West Midlands’. 

Audience 

Black Country comic Alan ‘Aynuk’ Smith 
was in the audience to see Laurel and Hardy 
and Bob Hope at the Hippodrome as a child. 

Other stars to appear on the venue’s stage 
before it closed in 1964 were Judy Garland, 
Bing Crosby and Tommy Cooper. 

Mr Smith, aged 75, from Netherton, said: 
“I feel very sad because I do think we need a 
theatre of that calibre. 

“The ones we have in Dudley either do not 
have the capacity or are not designed for 
proper stage shows - it will be a big shame 
when it is knocked down. 

“It is all down to austerity, I really do 
believe it could have been the centre of 
entertainment for the West Midlands. 

“The place was magic - but it does not sur¬ 
prise me. We are losing so many good things 
from the past, it is all down to finance.” 

Black Country historian Professor Carl 
Chinn met with the campaigners and saw 
their business plan, which he described as 
solid and not based on hope. He said: “I am 
deeply disappointed and feel this marks a 
blow for the heritage of the West Midlands, 
particularly for the people of Dudley - this is 
a sad day. 

“The campaigners in my view put forward 
a solid, strong and exciting case and I feel 
this decision to reject it will be regretted by 
the council in future years.

Axe-wielding hooded thugs smash way into shops

Jail for gang members who 
left their victims terrified

THE raids were over in minutes 
but the terror will live with their 
victims for years. 

The hooded and masked gang burst or 
smashed their way into shops in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire wielding an axe 
and screaming abuse and threats. 

They vaulted the serving counter as 
shocked staff, customers and even children 
cowered for cover, then tore cigarettes from 
the display cabinets and hurled the packets 
into dustbins and collapsible laundry bags. 

The thugs also grabbed cash from either 
the safe or till before fleeing in a waiting car 
with a getaway driver at the wheel. 

They deliberately targeted convenience 
stores where mainly women worked and 
struck around opening or closing time when 
fewer staff were on duty. One shop had 
already shut by the time they arrived and so 
they drove their car through the locked 
front door tearing it off its hinges. 

Significant 

Shops at 24-hour garages were also hit 
along with a branch of JD Sports where 
£6,280 worth of clothing was taken. Terri¬ 
fied women staff and customers at the stores 
were warned they would be ‘cut’ or killed if 
they did not follow orders. 

Mr Gareth Walters, prosecuting, said: 
“The choice of an axe was significant 
because this had a much greater capacity to 
terrify than something like a simple iron 
bar. Many people, staff and customers were 
very frightened.” 

A gang struck 22 times between May 24 
and September 22 last year escaping with at 
least £56,000 worth of cigarettes and 
£12,500 cash Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard last week as four members were 
jailed. They admitted various involvement 
in eight of them - and not all were linked to 
all of those - but there was ‘strong evidence’ 
of a close association between them through 
phone traffic, the court heard. 

Anthony Everitt, aged 35, was the raider 


with the axe when he struck with at least 
two other unidentified masked men at the 
Tesco Express store in Dudley Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, at 9pm on August 21. A member of 
staff, Claire Jones, was moving towards the 
exit when she came face to face with Everitt 
who brandished the axe over his head and 
screamed: “Get back or I will stab you.” 

Jake Williams, 22, Stuart Plant, 23, and 
other masked men armed with an axe and 
hammer robbed the Spa in Castle Street, 
Coseley, at 8.30pm on September 11 and the 
pair were in the gang that struck again later 
the same day at Tesco Express in Walsall 
Road, Great Wyrley, at 11pm after it had 
been locked up for the night. 

Williams is the only crook known to be 


involved in the terrifying attack on the shop 
at Murco 24 hour petrol station in Bloom¬ 
field Road, Tipton, at 3am on September 16. 
Three days later he was in the team that 
kicked in a window at 3am before bursting 
into the shop of the 24-hour Sheffield 
Service Station in Lichfield Road, Walsall. 

But the net was closing in on him. On Sep¬ 
tember 19 he had been seen in the early 
hours taking a bag of cigarettes to the 
Bloomfield convenience store in Bloomfield 
Road just yards from the Murco Filling 
Station raided three days earlier. 

Detectives said that there were sufficient 
similarities to conclude that 22 crimes were 
committed by members of the same gang. 

Williams, from Meldon Drive, Bilston, 


Everitt, 35, of Wallace Road, and Stuart 
Plant, 24, from Daley Road, both Bradley, 
each admitted conspiring with others to 
commit robberies. Williams was jailed for 
eight years eight months after admitted 
taking part in a further five raids in 11 days 
while Everitt confessed to involvement in 
two more and was locked up for seven years 
three months. Plant also pleaded guilty to 
being on two further robberies and was sent 
to prison for six years four months. 

Andrew Scanlon, of Oak Road,Tipton, 
admitted robbing the Dudley Co-op and was 
sentenced to four years. Binning, aged 33 of 
Pond Lane, Parkfields, who ran Bloomfield 
convenience pleaded guilty to handling 
stolen goods and was jailed for two years.

ALMOST 4,500 people have 
responded to a consultation 
into the future of music 
venues in Wolverhampton, 
with council chiefs consider¬ 
ing building a new multi¬ 
million pound centre to rival 
Birmingham’s National 
Indoor Arena. 

Bosses launched a survey 
earlier this year to gauge 
demand for a larger enter¬ 
tainment venue in the city. 

It came amid concerns 
that the current 3,000 
capacity Civic Hall struggles 
to compete with the much 
larger LG Arena and NIA in 
Birmingham, which pull in 
acts such as Justin Bieber, 
One Direction, Girls Aloud, 
Oily Murs and Alfie Boe. 

Any new venue would 
have to be financially viable 
and, in effect, pay for itself 
via ticket sales, corporate 
sales and lucrative sponsor¬ 
ship deals.

Council chiefs revealed a 
total of 4,422 people had 
responded and said a report 
on what to do next would be 
drafted in the coming weeks.

Thandisaid: “The responses 
have being extremely posi¬ 
tive towards the venues and 
how people see the future.”

Sentences not long enough 
say victim's grieving family

THE heartbroken family of Shane Watson said the minimum sen¬ 
tences his killers were given were not long enough. Judge John 
Warner ordered Shylon Wishart to serve a minimum of 16 years and 
James Cartwright at least 13, in custody. 

But Mr Watson’s cousin Scott Maher-Butler said the whole family had been upset by the 
length of the minimum terms and had been hoping the pair would have to serve longer. “We 
weren’t very happy with the amount of time they got - but then the sentence is never going 
to be long enough,” he said. “Everyone is very upset at the moment.” 

A seven-day trial heard that Wishart and 
Cartwright, targeted Mr Watson in the 
alleyway off Springfield Grove in Sedgley. 

Mr Watson’s battered body was discov¬ 
ered in the alleyway by his mother Jane and 
girlfriend Kelly Handley. 

Sector crown prosecutor Martin Lindop, 
said he hoped the sentencing would at least 
bring ‘a sense of closure’ to Mr Watson’s 
friends and family. 

He added: “This is an extremely tragic 
case of a young man who had become sepa¬ 
rated from his girlfriend after a night out in 
Dudley, and who then had the misfortune of 
coming across two evil and dangerous men 
in the form of Cartwright and Wishart who 
were both high on drugs and alcohol and it 
seems were looking for trouble that night. 

Cigarette 

“The two men approached Mr Watson on 
the premise of asking for a cigarette, but 
instead they launched a ferocious and 
unprovoked attack on him resulting in Mr 
Watson receiving serious head injuries from 
which he would later die. 

“Not content with this heinous crime, the 
pair then stole Mr Watson’s mobile tele¬ 
phone and other personal effects, and as Mr 
Watson’s girlfriend and mother tried to 
contact him, the pair answered the phone 
and began to taunt and boast to them as to 
what they had done to him.” 

Detective Inspector Nigel Harrison, who 
initially led the investigation, said: “We 
hope the family can have some sense of 
closure following their terrible loss.” 
Cartwright, 18, of Sandyfields Road, had 
earlier admitted murder while Wishart, 19, 
of North Springfield, Sedgley, was found 
guilty of the charge after trial. 


'Suits' idea 
for patients 

OUTPATIENTS could be given ‘suits’ 
similar to medical scrubs instead of tradi¬ 
tional gowns at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital, under new plans. 

Staff have been looking to replace the 
gowns, which tie at the back and are consid¬ 
ered by many to be too revealing. 

They are currently providing ‘double 
gowns’ to patients to protect their modesty 
when they visit the hospital for tests and x- 
rays. But staff are now looking at alterna¬ 
tives to make people feel more comfortable. 

In-patients, who do not take their own 
nightwear, are already provided with uni-sex 
pyjamas if they want them. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “Our 
patients’ privacy and dignity is very impor¬ 
tant to the Dudley Group and we are looking 
into the practicalities of introducing suits 
similar to medical scrubs worn by theatre 
staff to replace double gowning. 

“At present, patients who require an x-ray, 
CT scan, MRI scan or fluoroscopy are given 
two gowns to ensure their dignity is 
respected at all times. 

“Double gowns are used in outpatients.”

Injured footballer 
who still delivers

Determined delivery boy Keegan 
was not going to let a broken leg 
stop people getting their Chronicle 
as CHARLOTTE LILLEY explains 


AFTER breaking your leg in two 
places the last thing you would want 
to do is deliver 170 newspapers, but 
that is exactly what one 16-year-old 
from Wolverhampton has been doing 
for the last two months. 

Keegan Leary of Brook Close in Coven, 
has high hopes of becoming a professional 
footballer and has been playing for PRD 
United, which is managed by his father 
Andrew, since the age of seven. 

But after a tackle during the last 10 
seconds of a crucial cup final game against 
Shire Oak in December last year, his 
dreams were shattered. 

The Codsall Football Academy student 
was rushed to hospital where his worst 
fears were confirmed, he had broken his 
fibula, tibia and shattered his shin. 

Doctors said it would be a year before he 
would be able to play again and told him to 
forget about delivering the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Chronicle each week, something which 
he has been doing since the age of 13. 

Heartbreaking 

Keegan says: “I was devastated. I knew 
my injuries were serious because I was in a 
lot of pain. I had to have an operation 
where plates were put in my ankle and I 
had screws inserted where my joint was. It 
was a nasty break. 

“Doctors told me I would be out of foot¬ 
ball for a long time which was heartbreak¬ 
ing to hear because I had been playing 
really well up until then. 

“To add insult to injury, I wasn’t able to 
deliver the Wolverhampton Chronicle on 
my paper round which I have been doing 
for almost four years. I always make sure I 
deliver the paper whether it is raining, 
snowing or sunny outside, so I was really 
fed up.” 

After a few of months indoors on 
crutches, Keegan decided it was time to get 
back outside delivering the newspaper. 

He started off by delivering to a few 


houses at first with the help of his 
parents, but as his leg began to heal, he 
was able to deliver to up to three streets 
at a time. 

He says: “My mum and dad had been 
delivering the paper for me while I was 
recovering but I was glad to start doing 
it again. A lot of the people I deliver to 
had been asking where I was and one 
lady even gave me a card. 

“Delivering the Chronicle really 
cheered me up. It took my mind off foot¬ 
ball and gave me something to do that I 
enjoyed. I always read the paper, partic¬ 
ularly the sport section to keep up to date 
with what is going on in football and I 
really enjoy going on my rounds because 


it brings in a bit of money which is impor¬ 
tant for young people my age. 

“I think my parents were worried that 
I was doing too much too soon and were 
concerned about how heavy the bag was 
going to be, but I knew I could do it.” 

Surprised 

Keegan’s mother Alison says: “I think 
Keegan’s dad and I were more frightened 
about the break than he was. We were a 
bit reluctant about him doing his paper 
round in case the bag was too heavy for 
him but he was adamant that it was 
something he wanted to do. 

“He has been delivering the Chronicle 
since he was 13. It’s great because it 
brings in money for him” 


Keegan, whose father Andrew also 
works in the Chronicle’s distribution 
department, has since started physio¬ 
therapy and is hoping to be back on the 
pitch when footballing season begins 
again in September. 

He says: “I was given the all clear and 
told everything was looking good last 
month. I have since started physio which 
is helping me a lot. 

“I think I have surprised doctors at 
how fast I have recovered. It is probably 
my eagerness to get back out there and 
back to normal which has helped. I have 
recently started football training again. 

“My parents have been great all the 
way through.”

Free car parking boost 
for maiket misses target 


A FREE car parking trial aimed at 
boosting trade at a Brierley Hill 
market has instead improved 
business for town centre shops, 
market chiefs have said. 

Bosses at Concord Market say while the 
initiative has benefited shopkeepers, the 
scheme have not proved as fruitful for stall¬ 
holders. 

They are now pulling together feedback 
from business owners before considering 
whether to make the trial permanent. 

Market owner Shane Birch-Bastock said 
the trial ran for two months at its 70-space 
car park behind the indoor market off High 
Street. 

He said: “A lot of the shop keepers in that 
end of town said it improved their trade but 
the market traders here say they didn’t 
really notice too much difference. 

“In an ideal world if all the car parks in 
Brierley Hill did it then it wouldn’t have 
been so bad and it would benefit the town. 

“But with just one car park it’s not really 
fair.” He said customers would also be asked 
for their views on the scheme before a deci¬ 
sion is made. “We’re looking at surveys and 
numbers at the moment.” 

Mr Birch-Bastock, also head of the Brier¬ 
ley Hill Traders’ Association, had been 
inspired to trial the free parking to boost 
trade, amid news that, with 29.6 per cent of 
shops empty, the town had one of the worst- 
performing retail scenes of any small town 
in the country. Mr Birch-Bastock, said his 
car-park, which is between Venture Way and 
Mill Street, was the last in the town to start 
charging for parking in 2004 and it was a 
decision he made reluctantly.

More nurses 
and leaders 
are needed, 
say patients 

MORE nurses, stronger leadership on wards 
and better communication between staff and 
patients have been highlighted as key areas 
to improve quality of care at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 


More than 70 current and 
former patients packed out a 
public meeting last week to 
air their views as part of an 
investigation over high 
death rates. 

NHS medical director 
Professor Sir Bruce Keogh is 
leading a review of 14 hospi¬ 
tal trusts, including Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, in the wake of the 
Stafford Hospital scandal. 

An independent team of 
doctors, nurses and patient 
representatives is visiting 
the hospital after mortality 
figures showed higher-than- 
expected rates for the past 
two years. 

Patients and their fami¬ 
lies met with the panel to 
share their stories of the 
treatment they had 
received. Retired social 
worker Jacqui Wilmore, 67, 
of Stourbridge, said she had 
been treated at Russells Hall 
in 2011. 

“There was a lack of basic 
care and leadership on the 
ward. Someone needed to be

firmly in charge to ensure 
the basics were being done,” 
she said. 

“I have been told things 
have improved since, 
however I can only talk from 
my own experiences,” she 
added. Renal patient 
Michael Hardy, 58, of 
Leabank Road, Halesowen, 
said he was concerned about 
the hours staff had to work. 

“Some are doing a 14-hour 
shift and then are on calls as 
well,” he said. Elaine 
Weston, 54, of Swan Street, 
Pensnett, said her 28-year- 
old daughter Kelly had died 
in 2009. 

Mrs Weston said: “I have 
come here to talk and push 
for better communication 
between management, staff 
and patients.” Brian Taylor, 
59, of Sandbank, Bloxwich, 
said: “I visited Russells Hall 
in February and the wards 
were clean and the staff 
really caring.” A report will 
be published later this year.

Campaign starts to rid 
park of bad behaviour 


A CAMPAIGN to curb anti-social 
behaviour at a Dudley park have 
been launched by councillors and 
residents. 

There have been complaints about irre¬ 
sponsible pet owners failing to clear away 
dog mess from King George V Park, in Word- 
sley. 

The park’s friends group is also asking for 
patrols to be stepped up by police after 
finding evidence of drugs use by youths. 

They want people to take pride in protect¬ 
ing the park for the families and their chil¬ 
dren that regularly visit the beauty spot. 
Dozens of young footballers play on pitches 
at the park, off Lawnswood Road, including 
teams from Wordsley Wasps FC. 

But the campaigners claim pitches can 
often have dog mess on them which they say 
can be health risk. The park also features a 
childrens playground and other facilities 
including tennis courts. 

However, groups of youths have been con¬ 
gregating in the park and concerned friends 
group members have found discarded 
cannabis wrappers and other drug para¬ 
phernalia recently. Ward councillors Derrick 
Hemingsley and Glenis Simms are joining 
friends group chairman Chris Enwerem to 
demand action. 

They intend to raise the matter with 
police and council enforcement teams. 

Councillor Hemingsley said it was impor¬ 
tant because the park is near Belle Vue 
Primary School. “As a local councillor and 
governor at Belle Vue I feel very strongly 
about the issues especially dog fouling,” he 
said. “This is can be dangerous.”

£2.4m price tag put on 
share of mall business 


AN entrepreneur is offering a 
share of his Midlands mini-malls 
business in exchange for a multi¬ 
million pound investment to 
expand his empire. 

Plaza Malls managing director Tony 
Swannie wants to add to his sites in Hale¬ 
sowen and Dudley and has set a £2.4m price 
for a partner to join him. 

He says the cash would be used to open 
more malls, with Wolverhampton and Kid¬ 
derminster among places shortlisted. The 
investment offer is listed as ‘a commercial 
property for sale’, but Mr Swannie insists he 
does not want to sell up. 

In 2008, the firm opened its first mini mall 
in Halesowen’s High Street. Three years 
later, the firm spent £lm converting 
Dudley’s former Woolworths into another 
mall. Together, they are home to more than 
60 different small businesses. Mr Swannie 
said: “We are not selling the malls - we are 
looking for investment so we can open more 
in the area.” 

He said while no sites had been ear¬ 
marked in other towns and cities, each mini 
mall would cost about £600,000. 

The company was forced to look for 
investment because the banks would not 
lend the cash needed, Mr Swannie claims. 
He values his business at £6m. 

He said: “The malls are a great success. 
They bring all the local businesses together 
to deliver customers with what they want at 
an affordable price. 

“We are in a niche and it is working well, 
that’s why we are looking to expand 
further.”

Club hands 
over £2,000 

A CHARITY in Stourbridge 
has benefited from the town 
football club’s FA Cup fairy 
tale run more than two 
years ago. 

Stourbridge FC bosses 
have awarded £2,000, given 
to them by the Football 
Association, to the Mary 
Stevens Hospice. 

The cash was provided to 
the club to donate to worthy 
cause after the side reached 
the first round of the FA Cup 
in 2011. 

Club chairman Andy 
Pountney said, when we 
received the letter from the 
FA, the board of directors 
decided to award the money 
to Mary Stevens Hospice. 


£4m lam-busting plan 


A £4 million plan to ease con¬ 
gestion on a busy route 
through the Black Country is 
being drawn up. 

Dudley Council will submit a bid for 
hundreds of thousands towards the 
work on the A4101 High Street, in 
Pensnett. 

Bosses say the road is ‘the last 
remaining bottleneck’ between the 
Pensnett Trading Estate, in Kingswin- 
ford and junction 2 of the M5 at Old¬ 
bury. 

The application comes after it was 
announced that a fund of £27.6 million 
would be available for transport proj¬ 
ects in the Black Country. 

The region has been given the 
money by the Department of Trans¬ 


port and councils are now deciding on 
how the money should be spent. 

A programme for the improvements 
along High Street is now being devel¬ 
oped. It is hoped revamping the route 
will help businesses as well as 
motorists in the borough. 

The work, expected to start during 
the 2016 to 2017 financial year, is 
expected to take two years. 

A report by Councillor Judy Foster, 
says the project is considered a priority 
scheme by the council. 

During rush hour traffic can build 
up on the route, which goes past Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, with queues 
stretching back to Kingswinford and 
also in the opposite direction at the 
junction with Pensnett Road, which 
leads to the busy A4036 Pedmore Road 


near Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

The council is also working on sepa¬ 
rate plans to ease congestion on the 
Birmingham New Road by revamping 
a junction at Coseley. 

A bid for funding for the work at 
Shaw Road has been lodged by leaders 
in Dudley and Wolverhampton City 
Council. They want to make the route 
safer for pedestrians and motorists as 
well as reducing queues. 

Each council will contribute 
£202,500 to the project and leaders 
hope the rest of the cash will come 
from the Government’s Local Pinch 
Point Fund, which is aimed at tackling 
bottlenecks on busy routes. 

The £27.6m funding boost for the 
Black Country was announced by the 
Government last month. 


Homes plan 
sewage site 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build more 
than 140 new homes on a former sewage 
works have resurfaced almost a decade after 
they originally emerged. 

Severn Trent Water was given outline 
planning permission to transform the dis¬ 
used Caledonia Sewage Works, off Thorns 
Road, Stourbridge, into a riverside housing 
estate in 2004. 

Now, the company has put the site up for 
sale to prospective developers with an ask¬ 
ing price of £3 million. 

The sewage works was closed in 1998 fol¬ 
lowing the doubling in size of the water 
company’s other plant at the Roundhill 
Treatment Works, Kinver. 

Sarah-Jayne O’Kane, spokeswoman for 
Severn Trent Water, said: “The reason we

are selling the site is because it is surplus to 
requirements - we no longer need it.” 

She added: “The site is being marketed by 
our land agents Lambert Smith Hampton as 
a site suitable for residential redevelopment, 
subject to planning.” 

Although the housing proposals have out¬ 
line planning permission, any developer 
would have to get full planning permission 
from Dudley Council before starting work 
on the 23-acre site. 

The site includes six acres of land let out 
for farming. The tenancy agreement can be 
cancelled at a month’s notice. The removal 
of the treatment plant and equipment 
would be the responsibility of the buyer. 

The water company first set out a pro¬ 
posal for 125 homes for the site in 2001.

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children as jabs avoided 


MORE than 15,000 children in the 
region are at risk of catching 
measles because they have not 
been vaccinated, it has been 
claimed. 

New figures have been released in the 
wake of a measles outbreak in Wales where 
there have been 1,011 cases, with the 10 to 
18 age group hardest hit. 

Health chiefs across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire are now planning to 
offer the vaccination to those between the 
ages of 10 and 16. 

Around 5,607 youngsters in Sandwell 
have not had both MMRjabs, with 2,760 of 
these not even having had one. In Dudley 
around 3,800 children have not had the 
two two jabs required. 

Wolverhampton City Council, which 
confirmed four cases of measles last year, 
said 3,028 children between 10 and 16 had 
either had only one jab or none at all. 

In Walsall there were no cases of measles 
last year but two were described as ‘prob¬ 
able’ so far this year. 

Staffordshire County Council said about 
5,925 children between seven and 16 had 
not had the two MMRjabs required. 

While council figures show more than 95 
per cent of children aged between 24 
months and five years were vaccinated 
between April and December last year, 
there were no numbers saying how many 
teenagers may have missed the jab.

Our own River Stour is 
indeed fast flowing as it falls from more 
than 700ft above sea level from its origin in 
the Clent Hills to 65ft above sea level at its 
point of entry into the River Severn south 
of Stourport also collecting many tributar¬ 
ies on the way. 

Mr Billingham pointed out that if the sea 
levels rise as predicted with climate change 
Stourport could become ‘Stourport on Sea’. 
The river and its tributaries drain a large 
area of country or ‘basin’ from Wolver¬ 
hampton southwards and such is its speed 
that any water entering the Smestow Brook 
tributary takes only 24 hours to get to 
Stourport. The River Stour itself arises in 
the Clent hills.

THE grass at RAF Cosford 
was painted to look like a 
hedgerow. 

Cows were brought in to wander 
its satellite landing grounds. 

So meticulous were the efforts to 
disguise the valuable planes in its 
care, that airmen would even string 
washing lines from the hangars. 

“If there were Spitfires or Mos¬ 
quito bombers out in the field, they 
would dig big holes around them and 
drop trees in,” says Squadron 
Leader Graham Lee. “The idea was 
to make it look like a farm.” 

It certainly worked. Throughout 
the war, RAF Cosford was only 
bombed once, and it appears that 
was probably by accident. 

Cosford, which was hastily put up 
amid growing tensions with Nazi 
Germany in the run-up to the 
Second World War, celebrates its 
75th anniversary in July. 

The milestone, along with that of 
the Super marine Spitfire, with 
which the station has a close associ¬ 
ation, will be recognised at Cosford 
Air Show on June 9. 

The need for a new RAF base close 
to the industrial heartlands of the 
West Midlands was identified by the

mid-1980s, following Hitler’s rise to 
power and the breakdown of disar¬ 
mament talks between France and 
Germany. 

Cosford was one of several sites 
chosen. It was also decided the site 
would make an ideal location for an 
RAF technical training school. 

Major building work, which 
included the construction of 38 
hangars, began in February, 1938, 
and somehow it was officially 
declared open within five months. 

Gloves 

But, demonstrating the make-do- 
and-mend philosophy of the time, 
the camp was far from finished when 
it opened to the new trainees. 

“In winter 1938 and 39, many of 
the new recruits would be sat at their 
desks with their coats and gloves on, 
because there wasn’t any glass in the 
windows, or they hadn’t yet put the 
doors on,” says Graham. 

No. 9 Maintenance Unit, which 
stored and serviced aircraft, as well 
as supplying them to squadrons 
serving in the front line, opened the 
following year. Spare parts for Spit¬ 
fires were also produced. The base 


became so busy two overspill landing 
grounds were opened at nearby 
Brocton and Weston Park. In 1942 
the unit started producing gliders. 

By this time, there were 9,000 
staff and trainees stationed at 
Cosford, most of them living in tents. 

A major RAF hospital was added 
in 1940. From April, 1945 it serves as 
a repatriation and rehabilitation 
centre for returning RAF prisoners 
of war. 

Bernard Smith, now 87, was a cor¬ 
poral there during the closing stages 
of the war. “We were housed in 
wooden huts dispersed outside the 
main camp perimeter,” he says. 

He returned as an engineering 
instructor in 1946 to find the huts 
were more permanent and in the 
main camp. 

“I remember, during the big freeze 
of 1947, the corporal’s club that I 
belonged to held a party, but the beer 
was frozen in the bottle.” 

He also recalls the airmen going 
around opening doors during the 
freeze, so the toilets would freeze 
and the men would be sent home. 

“I always remember it as a happy 
camp,” says Mr Smith, who now 
lives in Leicestershire.

Self-taught musician 
with incredible range

VALERIE June from Tennessee pro¬ 
fesses to an eclectic mix of influences 
from Billie Holiday to Van Morrison 
and from Dolly Parton to The Beatles 
and this comes out in her music, so 
much so it’s often difficult to know 
what to make of her as a performer.

Emotive

She slowed down to the ballad 
Twined and Twisted but again at the 
high end filled the room with ease but 
it was most of the time unintelligible. 

Love Told a Lie, was the best song 
which really gave a better indication of 
how good her voice can be. She filled 
the torch song with emotion and her 
clear tones carried over the audience

in waves. For Shotgun, June pulled 
out the slide guitar and with the 
unusual addition of a female drummer 
went into a frenzy of crazy blues which 
sounded more like the grizzled Seasick 
Steve than the demure songstress on 
the stage. 

Throughout the set she incorpo¬ 
rated good ‘ol country, heavy blues and 
funk and even a smattering of gospel. 
When she brought her voice down to 
the level of human hearing she was 
awesome but when she took it up into 
the rafters it was time to make sure 
you weren’t near anything which 
frightened easily.

Eclipse of the charts 


H appy 58th birthday, Eurovision. 
Or should we say, Pump- 
Pump. Bem-Bom. Tom Tom 
Tom. Boom Boom. Sing Sang Song. 

They might not mean much to you, 
but to Eurovision fans, such 
nonsense lyrics bring back 
memorable nights of bizarre 
costumes, weird performances and 
eccentric singers. 

The the world’s number-one 
cheesy music-fest is knocking on a 
bit, and is only a few short years 
away from claiming its bus pass - 
some might even suggest it’s past its 
sell-by date, or that it’s now so far 
removed from the times that it’s 
taken a ‘pipe-and-slippers’ approach 
to music. 

But if this year’s entrants are 
anything to go by, the competition 
seems to have had an injection of 
youth serum. 

Denmark’s Emmelie de Forest is 
expected to do well.

BMW sports with four-wheel drive 



A new addition to the BMW 3 Series range is the 320i xDrive with four-wheel drive Inside the BMW 320i, which offers a choice of manual or automatic gearbox

BMW’s 3 Series has always been a 
car for all circumstances - fun to 
drive but practical and comfortable 
too. 

Over the years, the range has expanded to 
widen the net still further. The estate Touring, 
the M3 and the ever-increasing range of diesel 
offerings meant there has always been a version 
to suit. 

Now there’s another side to the 3 Series story 
with the introduction of the xDrive model. 

Four-wheel drive versions outside of the SUV 
models have been available in Europe since the 
1980s, but due to the complexities of right-hand 
drive conversions it has never made it across to 
the UK. 

That’s all changed with the 320i xDrive now 
on sale. You won’t spot any external differences 
bar the additional badging. The 3 Series is as 
handsome and clean-cut as ever, with the 
slimmer nose giving it a more purposeful look. 

But this is no pseudo-SUV it is designed to be 
just as the regular saloon with enhanced trac¬ 
tion. Currently available only with the 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol version, the 320i xDrive is 
not short of power. The four-cylinder unit offers 
up a handy 184bhp and 1991b/ft of torque, fed to 
all four wheels through a choice of the six-speed 


manual or eight-speed automatic gearbox. 

But from behind the wheel, initially at least, 
you’ll be hard pressed to notice anything differ¬ 
ent - which of course is the whole point. 

The manual gearbox operates just as slickly 
as before, the clutch is smooth and has no extra 
weight, although it is above average in that 
respect, so from the driver’s perspective, there’s 
nothing extra to worry about. 

This is four-wheel drive as an enhancement 
to performance and safety, not in order to climb 
mountains, so there are no differential locks or 


unusual buttons that require your attention. 

The 2.0-litre turbo engine almost doesn’t feel 
like one at first either; it is torquey but not at 
diesel-levels, so it pulls cleanly and smoothly 
right around the rev range with a muted engine 
note. It also bears very close comparison with 
the standard two-wheel drive car, feeling very 
brisk rather than hugely rapid. But that’s on a 
bone-dry road. In less than favourable condi¬ 
tions, the extra traction of the 320i xDrive 
comes into its own. You can deploy all the avail¬ 
able power pretty much at will and the drive will 


be distributed amongst the wheels with the 
most grip. In normal driving, 60 per cent of the 
power goes to the rear wheels, but this can 
switch to 100 per cent towards the front or rear 
if conditions demand it. 

Purists may be concerned that this goes 
against the BMW philosophy as all its cars have 
rear-wheel drive and have done so since the 
start, but this is no less a sports saloon than any 
other 3 Series. It steers as sweetly as the stan¬ 
dard car despite the slight increase in weight at 
the front with the additional hardware. And in 


many respects, it allows you to enjoy all the 3 
Series characteristics more of the time. Press¬ 
ing on out of a greasy bend would have the trac¬ 
tion control light flickering away, where in the 
320i xDrive it simply grips hard and accelerates. 
Such surety is enormously reassuring, so much 
so that it’s easy to forget about it and simply get 
on with enjoying the drive. 

The price premium is a modest £1,500 or so, 
which stands comparison with other items on 
the options list such as a top-grade satnav or 
audio system.
